Three and one-half miles out from 
the city of Auburn, N. Y., on the line 
of the Lehigh Valley railroad is the 
home of W. H. Depew, one of Cen- 
tral New York’s breeder’s of Holstein- 
Friesian cattle. 

Mr. Depew is fairly representative 
of a large class of breeders of the 
State. He does not own one of her 
largest herds, and, as yet, he has not 
produced a record breaker; still he 
represents a class that has done more 
to make New York famous as a cen- 
ter for the Black and Whites than 
the few great herds with their occa- 
sional phenomenal records. 

Mr Depew’s farm consists of 128 
acres, advantageously located, having 
a station of the Lehigh Valley rail- 
road on the farm, and only a few 
minutes walk from a station on the 
Port Byron trolley line. His land 
is practically all tillable and his hold- 
ings though not pretentious are home- 
like and present an air of thrift and 
comfort. 


Mr. Depew’s present herd consists 
of 32 head of pure-bred Holstein- 
Friesians and all animals of milking 
age have A. R. O. records, some of 
which are very creditable, indeed.

a likely bunch they were, good size, 
uniform in type, splendid udder de- 
velopment, and evidencing strong con- 
stitutions.

COMMON SENSE FEEDING 


In this short article we do not in- 
tend to talk of carbohydrates, pro- 
teids and ether extracts, nor will we 
mention balanced rations, nutritive 
ratio or digestible coefficient. Rather 
we elect to speak of such simple 
things as good, well-balanced corn 
silage, nice bright alfalfa hay, and 
grains mixed in the way the cow likes 
them best. In another issue we tried 
to tell what we expect a good cow to 
look like. The cow, the feed and the 
market are the triumvirate upon 





which a real dairyman can build a 
prosperous business. 

To succeed in the dairy business, 
one must stick at it everlastingly. 
That is the main reason that the year- 
ly average of Ohio herds is so low— 
the cows are not fed to eapacity the 
full year. Many dairymen will feed 
well during the winter and then ex- 
pect scanty pasture to care for the 
cows all summer. We regard the fol- 
lowing as about right where one is 
feeding up to capacity and still wishes 
a margain of safety: Corn silage ad

libitum; alfalfa hay—ad libitum; a 
mixture % distillers’ grain, % pre- 
pared flakes, % gluten meal, and % 
either ground oats or bran. We use 
oats if they can not be sold at 35 
cents per bushel, if higher than that 
and bran can be bought around $25 
per ton, we sell the oats and buy 
bran, about 1 lb. of the mixture to 
each 5 lb. of milk produced. 

If the cow is doing better than 50 
lb. per day, we usually add one pound 
or two of oil meal per day. We like 
to feed the grain on top of the silage 
and then it is pretty well mixed dur- 
ing eating. We believe it pays to 
salt every feed and the salt is sprink- 
led on top of the grain and silage. 





If the silage is rather dry, we salt 
heavy to induce as large a consump- 
tion of water as possible. We have 
never had any bad results except oc- 
casionally a cow will scour a little, 
then the next feed she is missed with 
the salt. 

During extremely cold weather or 
for cows that are milking very heavy 
we find it advisable to use a little 
corn to keep up the flesh. Usually, 
we feed this on the ear. The cows 
enjoy it very much and two or four 
ears of corn per day will make a lot 
of difference in the appearance of 
a cow. It also tends to bring them in 
heat more quickly, especially in cold 
weather, as nature tends to’ protect

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tte cows from becoming pregnant 
when in extremely low flesh. 


The point we wish to emphasize 
is the value of continued feeding, car- 
ing for the cow every single day of 
the year. We remember well two 
years ago of being on the farm of 
Gov. Hoard of Wisconsin. There we 
saw 32 head of cows, 4 of them first 
calf heifers, which had averaged a 
trifle better than 400 lb. of butter fat 
in the preceding 12 months. They 
were under ordinary farm conditions, 
milked twice per day, and kept in the 
kind of a barn that every farmer can 
afford. It was an eye-opener to us, 
as we had thought all dairy cattle 
were than, skinny critters and here 
was a bunch of cows, fat enough to 
sell for top beef on any market in the 
land in a country that had been 
burned and scorched by a terrific 
drouth so that the land was as brown 
as the Sahara desert. We went to the 
barn to see what they gave the cows 
to keep them in that condition. They 
were practically all dry and as I re- 
member, were getting about 10 to 15 
lb. of silage; 5 lb. of alfalfa hay, 2 
to 4 lb. of mixed grain twice per day. 
We vowed then that although we 
would trust in the Lord we would 
not make our cows depend on what 
the summer rains might or might not 
bring, but made plans immediately 
for another silo the coming summer. 
We are reaping our dividends this 
year. The first of August found us 
with 10 tons of good silage still in 
the silo and our cows that were in 
the barn last year are now better 
than 1,000 Ibs. a piece ahead of last 
year’s. 


We know that every farm in Ohio 
can raise corn and we believe that 
every farmer in Ohio who has brains 
enough to develop and care for a good 
herd of cows, has got the ability to 
fix at least one field on his farm so it 
will raise alfalfa. Given one field he 
will soon develop more. We feel that 
the three essentials most needed by 
Ohio dairymen at present are: I. 
Cows bred for production, 2. Cows 
fed to capacity, 3. The product sold 
to advantage—Wm. A. Martin, 
Hardin Co., O.—In The Ohio Farmer.

It will be 
seen that this cow has produced nearly 
77 tons of milk and over seven thou- 
sand pounds of butter in this time 
and is still doing business at the old 
stand. We took the liberty to con- 
vert the milk from Kilograms into 
pounds and to compute the butter by 
our 80 per cent rule in order to make 
the results more readily understandi- 
ble.

We are sending you under separate 
cover a pamphlet of our firm, in which 
you'll find the records of some of our 
cows, which were awarded first prizes 
for highest milk and butter producers 
on the first record competition, held 
in 1900 at Leenwarden. 

In the latter years we have had no 
competitions of this kind, so we can’t 
speak of championship records in 
competition. 

We enclose also a view-card of our 
cow Stienser XI No. 9130 F. H., with 
her 13th calf and with some records. 
Moreover all records we have men- 
tioned, are obtained without doing it 
somehow or other and our cows here 
are regularly in calf every year once. 

We asked our Dairy Expert Dr. J. 
Mesdag the calculations of the but- 
ter records and he informs us, that 
these records are made out at Yours 
according to the following formula: -

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RELATIVE SIZE AND PRODUCTION 
OF EARLY AND PRESENT- 
DAY HOLSTEIN-FRIESIANS 


By Sidney Gay 


The object of this investigation has 
been to determine the relative size 
and production of the early. and the 
present day Holstein-Friesians. The 
opinion seems general that the im- 
ported cattle and their immediate de- 
scendants were larger than the cat- 
tle now. This analysis of the meas- 
urements and weights seems to bear 
out that belief. Yet after all the 
number of cows taken to get the av- 
erage (the largest number possible to 
take from each volume and keep the 
proportions correct) is too small to 
give an accurate average. 

From each volume ten cows and 
five each of four, three and two year 
olds were selected at random. In some 
volumes there were not enough to fill 
all the classes, but in the total the 
propoprtions are the same. The di- 
visions into periods were arbitrary. 
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These averages show an increase in 
both milk and butter fat production 
and an unexpected constancy in the 
percentage of fat. 

For additional information and gen- 
eral impressions, various men were 
questioned personally or by letter. 
All agree that the Holstein-Friesian 
when properly fed and cared for is 
just as big today as ever. Mr. Hoxie, 
the first superintendent of the Ad- 
vanced Registry during which years 
the weights and measurements of all 
cows tested were given, wrote as fol- 
lows :— 

“My opinion I am perfectly willing 
to give you for what it is worth. I 
think Holstein-Friesian breeders who 
have kept up with the times in rea- 
sonably feeding and caring for their 
cattle will be found in possession of 
cattle that will average in weights 
and measurements with those imported 
and those bred 30 and 40 years ago.

Mr. Gardner, the present superin- 
tendent of Advanced Registry and 
formerly a good breeder and judge of 
Holstein-Friesians, when questioned 
said: “I believe that there has been a 
general increase in the size and the 
butter fat production. There has been 
little if any increase in percentage of 
fat in the milk. This increase in size 
and production is without doubt due 
to good feeding and not so much to 
selection. The man who has pure- 
breds finds that to get the most from 
his cattle and to compete with his fel-

According to these figures the av- 
erage for cows in the first period was 
larger in every dimension save girth, 
but it must also’ be remembered that 
many of the weights, especially in the 
second period were estimated. 

It is also a prevailing opinion, due 
perhaps largely to a few exceptions 
such as Pietertje 2d., that these early 
cows were the larger milkers. To al- 
most every one there is shown in the 
published records an increase in pro- 
duction of butter fat. There appears 
also to have been an increase in per- 
centage of butter fat in the milk. To 
compare milk and butter records the 
weekly tests for the first fourteen and 
the last ten years have been totaled 
and summarized.

low breeders in the sale of breeding 
stock, he must start feeding well 
when the calf is born. 

“As a rule, I believe that neither 
the biggest nor the smallest cow is 
the best producer. There must be an 
average which is more nearly cor- 
rect. My ideal of the weight for a 
cow was formerly 1400 pounds. In 
view of the, general increase in size, 
I have changed my ideal weight to 
1,500 pounds. 

“Ten years ago 300 pounds of but- 
ter fat in a year was certainly worthy 
of notice. The standard has gradu- 
ally been raised until now it is at 
least 50% higher—450 pounds now is 
no more remarkable than was 300 
pounds a decade ago. The increase

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in seven day records has been an 
even greater percentage.” 

After a due consideration of all 
the foregoing it appears that:— 

1. The individuals of the breed 
average at least as large as before. 

2. There has been an increase in 
production of milk and butter fat for 
both short and long periods. 

3. The percentage of fat in the 
milk has remained constant.

THE METHODS OF THE BREEDER 

Long before Mendel discovered his 
law of breeding and before anything 
was known about chromosomes and 
the structure of the cell, breeders of 
live stock made great improvement in 
domestic animals and originated a 
large number of breeds. A study of 
these breeds shows that each origin- 
ated from the common stock of some 
community in response to the de- 
mands from farmers in that commun- 
ity for animals better suited to their 
conditions. Often animals were 
brought in from a distance and crossed 
upon the native stock in order to work 
improvement. Then by a long con- 
tinued process of selecting for breed- 
ing purposes those animals which 
nearest approached the ideal in the 
minds of breeders, a uniform lot of 
animals finally resulted which when 
mated together reproduced their type 
in the offspring. 

When this point was reached the 
improved animals deserved to be 
called a breed. However, improve- 
ment has been continued down to the 
present day, and in some instances 
breeds have been remodeled in type to 
suit changing conditions. Thus the 
breeds originated in a natural way 
and have been fostered because they 
are much improved over common stock 
being highly developed to do special 
tasks and do them well. 

Breeders have observed in their 
herds and flocks two great phenomena. 
First, no two animals are exactly 
alike, for in any breed variations may 
be observed in size, form, quality, 
fleshing, color, prolificacy, tempera- 


‘ ment, and disposition. Second, there 


is a very strong tendency for off- 
spring to resemble their parents and 
ancestors. This tendency we call he- 
redity. Early breeders expressed it 
by saying, “Like begets like,” and 
“Thick fleshed tattle breed thick 
fleshed cattle.” 

Because animals vary in all their 
characters, the breeder studies the 
produce of his herd or flock and 
watches for useful variations which 
represent a step forward in improve- 
ment. These offspring he reserves for 
places in the herd, relying on the 
power of heridity to perpetuate their 
good qualities; and so by small de- 
grees he approaches his ideal as the 
years go by. 

The breeders of each breed haye or- 
ganized themselves into one or more 
societies for their mutual benefit. The

members agree as to what shall con- 
stitute the ideal toward which to breed 
and they establish an office in charge 
of a secretary who keeps records of 
pedigrees. When the pedigree of an 
animal is recorded the animal is given 
a number and from time to time vol- 
umes are published containing the 
numbers, names, sires, dams, breeders 
and owners of the recorded animals. 
Such published records help to pre- 
vent fraudulent pedigrees and place 
breeding operations on a sound basis. 

This gives a bird’s-eye view of the 
purebred live stock business. As here 
stated it may seem an easy matter to 
establish, maintain and jimprove a 
breed of live stock, but such is not the 
case. Much time, effort and expense 
have been required to bring any of the 
breeds to their present state of per- 
fection. 

Few men, comparatively, are quali- 
fied to become constructive breeders 
of animals. In the first place, the 
breeder must be a critical judge of the 
breed he handles. The man who has 
natural live stock instincts must spend 
considerable time in close study of 
animal form and function before he 
can become a really good judge. The 
judge is partly born and partly made. 

Constructive breeding means more 
than simply mating two animals of the 
same breed. Any one can do that. It 
means studying every individual 
closely in order to find out its defects 
as well as good points and then so 
mating’ the various individuals as to 
correct weakness and strengthen the 
good points in the offspring. For ex- 
ample, there is an American breeder 
of purebred hogs who has been known 
to study a sow very carefully for an 
hour before deciding which of the 
herd boars should serve her. This 
man recognizes the importance of 
brain work, and the high rank he has 
attained is due to the close study and 
conservative judgment applied to all 
his work. 

What part does environment play in 
the breeding of better animals? By 
environment is meant the conditions 
under which the animals live, includ- 
ing climate, shelter, feed and care. En- 
vironment is an important factor in 
developing good animals. As was 
stated at the beginning of this article, 
each breed of farm animals was orig- 
inated to suit the conditions of some 
certain locality. If taken to a far 
different environment in some other 
locality; a breed may there be a fail- 








ure because of different feed, different 
climate, different care and manage- 
ment, or some other unfavorable factor 

The breeder must provide a favor- 
able environment in order to test his 
animals and determine their value. 
For example, how can a breeder of 
beef cattle know whether a certain 
bull calf is an easy feeder and will 
take on a thick, smooth, firm flesh- 
ing, unless the calf is given plenty of 
feed and good care? Such care and 
feeding put the calf to a test and re- 
move the doubt as to its ability. 

Environment thus makes changes 
in animals that are for better or 
worse. If-the environment is favor- 
able it will assist and develop the 
inherited tendencies of the animal 
and enable it to fulfill the purpose 
for which it was bred. If unfavor- 
able, the environment opposes hered- 
ity and the animal can not fulfill 
its mission. 

All animals are more or less plas- 
tic and can shape or adapt them- 
selves to their environment to a large 
extent. Changes made in an animal 
in this way are called acquired char- 
acters and are not transmitted to off- 
spring. Nevertheless environment 
does much toward making an animal 
good or inferior. 

Breeders are greatly aided in their 
work by keeping as many records as 
possible. The writer knows an Ohio 
breeder of purebred hogs who keeps 
records of the number of pigs far- 
rowed by each sow, their weights at 
birth, their increases in weight each 
month, the number raised out of each 
litter, age when sold and the price 
received. These and other, records 
kept by this breeder greatly assist 
him in breeding for easy feeding 
qualities, prolificacy and higher val- 
ue. 

Breeders of dairy cattle, trotting 
horses and poultry highly prize rec- 
ords of performance as guides in mat- 
ing their animals. The weights of 
milkings and their butter-fat content 
are recorded. The time for the mile 
is a very important consideration in 
mating trotters and estimating their 
value. Trap nest records during the 
winter season and for the entire year 
are very valuable in breeding egg- 
laying poultry. Breeders of all kinds 
of pure-bred stock profit by records 
of their animals, but in breeds valued 
for some performance which can be 
easily and accurately measured, such 
as speed, milk, wool or eggs, records 
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‘defeat his plans. 


have a much greater significance be- 
cause they fully reveal the animal’s 
ability. 

All purebred animals have pedi- 
grees. When records of the perform- 
ance of ancestors are included, the 


- animal is said to have a “pedigree 


with performance,” and such a pedi- 
gree is very important in valuing a 
breeding animal. 

There is danger of over-emphasiz- 
ing the importance of pedigrees and 
this is especially true when records 
of performance are included as is the 
case with many trotting horses and 
dairy cattle. Animal breeding is not 
successfully conducted when the own- 
er decides upon the matings from ped- 
igrees spread out before him in his 
office or by the parlor lamp. If this 
is done and individuality is neglected 
defects of conformation may gain a 
foothold in his herd and eventually 
For instance, two 
animals may be selected for mating 
because of the excellence of their 
breeding; in other words the mating 
looks good on paper; but weakness of 
constitution may be common to both 
animals and if so it is probable that 
their offspring will exhibit this de- 
fect in greater degree so as to prevent 
the fulfillment of the animal’s ten- 
dency to high production. : 

Enough attempts at selecting and 
mating solely on the basis of records 
have met with failure to show that 
such procedure is very liable to wreck 
the herd. The breeder must not be 
carried away by performance to the 
extent of buying merely a pedigree. 
Choose several good individuals and 
then let the pedigrees be the basis for 
the final choice. A good animal 
should accompany the good pedigree. 

The better, more progressive breed- 
ers are men of conservative judgment 
who are not carried away by one or a 
few points in an animal, but care- 
fully study and weigh all defects as 
well as good points and endeavor to 
so mate their animals as to eradicate 
defects and strengthen good qualities.

“Food as Body Fuel” by Henry Pren- 
tiss Armsby. Here are his  conclu- 
sions: “These results may be taken as 
demonstrating that the animal heat 
arises exclusively from the combus- 
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tions in the body, but they have a 
much broader significance. They show 
that the transformations of chemical 
energy into heat and work in the ani- 
mal body take place according to the 
same general laws and with he same 
equivalencies as in our artificial mo- 
tors and in lifeless matter generally. 
The great law of the conservation of 
energy rules in the animal mechanism, 
whether in man, carnivora or herbi- 
vora, just as in the engine. The body 
neither manufactures nor destroys en- 
ergy. All that it gives out it gets 
from its food and all that is supplied 
in its food is sooner or later recovered 
in some form. We are fully justified, 
therefore, in speaking of the food as 
body fuel, and in our studies of its 
utilization we may be confident that 
any food energy which does not reap- 
pear in the form of heat or work has 
not been lost but has been stored up 
ia the body as the chemical energy of 
meat, fat, etc., which may later serve 
to supply food energy to the human 
body when consumed as food by man.”

Cleveland’s herd of 60 grade Hol- 
steins will be sold to Thomas Johnson 
of Columbus for $6,440.00. This was 
the highest of four bids received yes- 
terday at city hall. The Ohio Board 
of Administration submitted the sec- 
ond highest bid. Its figure was $6,- 
396.00. The State Board had in- 
tended to distribute the cattle among 
the state institutions. Mr. J. F. Hud- 
son, Ravenna dairyman, who sub- 
mitted a bid of $6,175.00, declared 
the herd the best lot of grade Hol- 
steins he had ever seen and that the 
way in which the city is managing 
its Warrensville farm is an object 
lesson to anyone raising cattle. “I 
wish more cities of Ohio would do 
what Cleveland is doing”, he said, “We 
should raise the best stock in Ohio. 
If the city continues to pursue its 
present policy it will produce more 
than enough milk and butter to sup- 
ply all itsinstitutions.” 

There are 29 cows in the herd and 
31 heifers. With the funds derived 
from the sale the city will purchase 
pure bred Holstein-Friesians. 

Mr. C. L. Meloy had charge of this 
herd and raised these heifers in 
splendid condition. 
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It is reported that the city of Cleve- 
land has a claim for taxes against 
John D. Rockefeller of some $18,000,- 
000. It is probable that this will be 
compromised and a settlement reached 
by the payment of about $180.

Editorials 














It has now been 
That Association eizht' months since 
Loan Bureau Mr. J. B. Bain sug- 

gested the estab- 
lishment of an Association Loan Bu- 
reau. We cannot say that there has 
been any outburst of approval of this 
suggestion. It is true that we have 
had commendatory letters from num- 


erous people who would gladly avail. 


themselves to the opportunity to in- 
crease their working capital under 
some such conditions as suggested. 


What perhaps is more significant than: 


anything else is the fact that not a 
single objection has ever been offered 
to the proposed measure; not an argu- 
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ment advanced to show the impracti- 
cability of such a loan system. 

Why should not Association affairs 
be conducted on much the same princi- 
ples as private affairs? The indi- 
vidual has never received any great 
amount of commendation for keeping 
his money tied in a napkin; why 
should it be meritorious in an Asso- 
ciation? It is considered good man- 
agement for an individual to use his 
surplus capital in extending and de- 
veloping his business; why would it 
not be for an Association? 

By next June the Association’s sur- 
plus fund will doubtless have in- 
creased to $160,000, possibly $175,000. 
This represents money taken out of 
the Holstein-Friesian industry; why 
should it not in some form go back 
into the industry to play its part in 
extending and developing the same. 

We know that a great handicap in 
any business is a lack of capital. We 
know that there are thousands of 
young men in this country who would 
start in the Holstein-Friesian busi- 
ness, if they could command the capi- 
tal with which to purchase founda- 
tion stock. The Association has or 
will shortly have say $175,000 care- 
fully laid away. This would furnish 
350 men with a nucleus with which to 
commence breeding Holstein-Friesians. 
In the course of time the number that 
might be helped would be Legion. At 
the same time the Association would 
be getting good interest for its money, 
say five per cent. By means of the 
safeguards that might be thrown 
around the business by the Associa- 
tion, there need be no losses. Mem- 
bership in the Association might be 
made the first step for the securing 
of a loan. The Association might re- 
tain a restricted title to the cattle 
purchased until the loan was repaid. 
Various other safeguards might be 
employed. 

The Association would not need to 
incur any great expense to equip such 
a Bureau. It now has a very compe- 
tent treasurer who is paid a salary 
of $500 per year to look after its sur- 
plus. He could conduct this loan of- 
fice and if necessary his salary might 
be increased to remunerate him for 
the increased labor of the office. 

Everybody knows that the internal 
jealousies are such that the surplus 
can never be used to provide a perma- 
nent home for the Association. As 
at present administered this ever in- 
creasing surplus must either lie in 
the savings banks, where it is of very 
little service to the Association or its 
members, or be squandered on useless 
appropriations through a system of 
log-rolling. This suggested loan bu- 
reau would not engender sectional ! 





strife; it would restore this money 
drawn from active capital of the mem- 
bers of the Association back to the 
ranks of the Association, where it 
would again become live capital, It 
would be applied to the weak places, 
where most needed; it would tend to 
strengthen the Association and to ex- 
tend and establish more firmly our 
breed supremacy. Why would it not 
be good business? 

The New York State 
A Revelation. Charities Aid Associa- 

tion, Homer Folks, 
Secretary, is out with the statement 
that New York City is more healthful 
ful than Rural New York. It says 





that while the death rate of the me- 


tropolis was 18.7 per 1,000 of popu- 
lation the death rate in the country 
districts and villages and towns be- 
low 8,000 population was 15.4. Here 
is a statement worth investigating 
and considering. 

The oft repeated argument in favor 
of the country, viz., that man made 
the city while God made the country, 
if these figures are reliable, takes 
on a new significance. Surely we 
must reverse the old order of migra- 
tions in search of health. The afflicted 
must leave the miasmic, the disease 
infected districts of ruraldom and 
seek health and vigor in the pure air 
and salubrious climate of our densely 
populated cities. 

Seriously, is there not something 
here that bids us pause and take an 
inventory? Is it not only possible, 
but highly probable that such ‘may 
be the case? Has not New York 
City been expending almost incredi- 
ble sums to secure an aboundant sup- 
ply of pure water and.a perfect sew- 
er system? How many of our rural 
homes have anything more than an 
offensive cesspool, and draw their wa- 
ter supply from a well, contaminated 
by this same cesspool? Personal hy- 
giene may count for something. Most 
city houses are furnished with baths, 
and many cities now furnish public 
baths, but how many country dwell- 
ers have these conveniences. To be 
sure the boys may seek a swimming 
pool during the summer months, but 
this is only possible for a small por- 
tion of the year. It is not my pur- 
pose to undertake to mention all the 
precautions which are taken in mod- 
ern cities to guard against disease, 
which are seldom or never employed 
in the country. I merely wish to call 
attention to this statement of condi- 
tions, which I think will come as 4 
revelation to most rural dwellers. 

Will it not be well for rural com- 
munities to investigate these alleged 
conditions and make some organized 
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effort not only to remove the stigma 
cast upon the country, but to actually 
add to the health, happiness and long- 
evity of its dwellers? 

It seems that the New York State 
Grange, in meeting at Poughkeepsie, 
has recommended the establishment 
of a division of rural hygiene in the 
State Department of Health. Here 
at least is a recognition of the need 
of doing something.

As the saying goes, “there is no 
great loss but there is some small 
gain.” We have lost a championship 
but we have gained the advantage of 
having a definite goal to reach. It 
also relieves us of the illusion that 
we had exceeded Guernsey capacity 
and is occasion for reflection. 

Here is a problem—If a 1300 Ib. 
Guernsey can produce 1059.55 Ibs. 
fat, what can an 1800 Ib. Holsteia- 
Friesian do? There is no telling. One 
thing is certain and that is that the 
Guernsey breed kas not had the op- 
portunity to glory over a world’s 
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record for sometime in the past and 
they are not likely to have it long in 
the future so we hope they will make 
the best of it while it lasts. We are 
content to have been beaten by so 
worthy a representative of the bovine 
race.

THE REPORT OF THE SECRETARY 
OF AGRICULTURE 


“Every man’s credit is proportioned 
to the money which he has in his 
chest.”—Juvenal. 

The Secretary of Agriculture has 
just issued his annual report in a 
pamphlet of fifty-eight pages. This 
is important information not only to 
the farmer, but to the man pursuing 
his bread and butter. 

Five or six pages discuss rural 
credits. The Secretary feels that 
there is no need for special legisla- 
tion which shall give the farmer cred- 
it on easier terms than other mem- 
bers of society. However, he does 
feel that what is needed, is the crea- 
tion of conditions and of machinery 
which will enable the farmer on sim- 
ilar credit foundations, to secure 
money at the same rate as those that 
prevail for other classes and for other 
sections. 

A few pages are devoted to the 
marketing and transporting of pro- 
duce. Here the Secretary emphasizes 
the unreasonable’ difference between 
what the farmer reecives for his crop, 
and what the consumer pays for it in 
the city. 

The farm woman too is not forgot- 
ten. In fact, she is an important fac- 
tor in the national life, for on her.in- 
fluence depends whether the second 
generation will remain on, or leave 
the farm. 

The last part of the report gives a 
survey of the work already in hand, 
and makes recommendations for ex- 
tending and making more effective 
this branch of our government which 
touches the lives of all of us so 
closely.

A QUESTION 

Can the mean fat content of milk 
be increased profitably? 

Hansson.—Bull 78, Agr. Exp. Sta., 
Stockholm, Sweden. 

Comparison of the results of cow 
testing associations in Sweden, Den- 
mark and Germany leads to the con- 
clusion that it is possiple to in- 
fluence the fat content of milk by 
breeding. This influence can _ be 
made clearer by segregating certain 
animals by families according to male 
and female descent. The influence of 
bulls can be shown by comparing the 
mean yield to all their offspring, or, 
better still, the mean yields of their 
daughters with the mean yield of the 
mothers at the same age. The bulls 
will transmit practically the same fat 
yield that their mothers gave. When 
mated with cows of lower fat yield 
the bulls will increase the yield in the 
offspring, and when mated with cows 
of higher yield will lower it. The fat 
content of milk seems to be a heredi- 
tary character, and the influence of 
male and female ancestor upon the 
individual is about equal. The in- 
fluence of the bull becomes greater 
in the herd because of the greater 
number of his offspring. There is a 
certain amount of variation in the 
transmission of fat yield, and indi- 
viduals may differ considerably from 
their ancestors, but the mean fat 
yield of all the offspring will closely 
approximate the mean between the 
fat yield of the strains of the bull 
and the cow from which they are de- 
scended. In breeding it is necessary 
to combine qualities which are of the 
greatest practical value, but it may 
injure the health of the animals to 
seek to breed for abnormally high 
milk yield and, on the other hand, to 
breed for records in fat content while 
neglecting the quantity of milk. The 
aim should be to combine the two 
properties. The most obvious means 
for obtaining a high fat content is to 
select breeding animals, particularly 
bulls, judging the capacity of the 
bulls in that respect by the mean fat 
content of their ancestors and sisters, 
the influence of their male ancestors 
on their daughters and, at a more ad- 
vanced age, by their own influence 
on their offspring—Creamery and 
Milk Plant Monthly.

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COW TESTING ASSOCIATIONS AND 
THE DAIRY BULL 








Notes from an address by J. R. Whee- 
ler before annual convention Wis. 
Live Stock Breeders’ Ass’n. 





Some knowledge of the dairy bull 
has come through desultory read- 
ing but most of my ideas come from 


talks with farmers most of whom are 


members of the Columbus Dairy Im- 
provement Association. It is safe to 
say that the ideas I have gained are 
those that have been gained by the 
members of the Testing Association 
and if I bring you anything of value 
you can thank the Cow Testing As- 
sociation for it. 


We are told that the dairy bull is 
the most important animal to build 
up the herd; that he must be not 
only pure bred but proven; must 
have not only dairy ancestors but 
must be a good individual and able 
to beget real dairy cows. A real 
dairy cow is one that gives large and 
profitable quantities of milk. She is 
one that has been bred to produce 
milk and not meat. 

It is easy enough to get the pedi- 
gree of a dairy bull and if an old 
bull of long service is purchased from 
an owner whose business it is to 
breed pure bred stock, the record of 
the bull as a sire of productive cows 
can also be had, but if a young bull 
is purchased, his worth as an indi- 
vidual must be proven, and knowledge 
can be obtained only by testing his 
progeny. And so we find that the 
tester is testing not only the cows but 
also the bulls. 

Go into any community where there 
is no cow testing association or 
where the value of testing each indi- 
vidual cow is unknown and you will 
find the arguments advanced that a 
bull is: too heavy, too old, hence 
ugly; too black. Whereas the real 
value, the ability to reproduce milkers 
is overlooked. 

An inidividual farmer attempting 
to breed up his herd must buy and 
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sell a bull about every two years in 
order to avoid inbreeding. 

He is unable to keep the bull long 
enough to prove his worth. Bull goes 
to the block. 

Cow Testing Association solves the 
problem: Discuss all the merits of 
the association. Proves cows as in- 
dividuals. Proves bulls as individu- 
als. Makes a market for both bulls 
and heifers because of record of re- 
sults. ‘ 

Encourage the organization of Com- 
munity Breeders’ Associations. 

Together these associations will 
make the section renowned for pure 
bred and high grade cattle. 

The state is already renowned and 
new sections get the benefit of the ad- 
vertisement. 

Demand world-wide market unlim- 
ited. 

Community effort is the effective 
method. 

Work takes on new interest when 
every one is working for some defi- 
nite end. 

Benefits of the college can not be 
overestimated. Calls for co-opera- 
tion of bankers, other business men 
and farmers. Organization makes it 
possible for the men of the College 
to reach the farmers and their work 
becomes effective.

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CREAMERIES AND CHEESE 
FACTORIES 
Oregon Agricultural College, 
Corvallis, Ore. 

“Creameries and cheese factories 
are highly profitable when located in 
the right place and rightly managed,” 
said Professor R. R. Graves, head of 
the Oregon Agricultural College 
Dairy Department. “Organization of 
the cooperative creameries, however, 
should not be rushed into without a 
careful investigation of the subject, 
the location and the available sup- 
ply of raw material. 

“When a proposed creamery or fac- 
tory district can assure the product 
of at least 600 dairy cows within a 
radius of seven or eight miles, a co- 
operative creamery should prove 
highly successful if the farmers give 
it their hearty support. The farmers 
should always do their own organiz-~ 
ing but cases of organization by pro- 
moters have come to my attention re- 
cently. Not all these creamery pro- 
moters are swindlers, but many of 
them are, and their organizations of- 
ten cost from $1,200 to $2,000 more 
than they should. 

“Promoters, aS a rule, are ex- 
tremely careless about learning the 
extent of the dairy industry from 
which the supplies are to be drawn, 
and in consequence leave a trail of 
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wrecked creameries. The failures 
not only result in loss of money to 
the farmers, but the dairy industry 
where these failures occur is set back 
ten years by the loss of confidence. 
“The honestly built and well man- 
aged co-operative creamery will lead 
to more profitable dairying, better 
herds, pure-bred bulls, silos, and well 
organized farms, when the operator 
is fully alive to his opportunity.”

PROFITABLE FARMING KEEPS THE 
BOY ON THE FARM 

Farming is a business the same as 
any other industry, and until our 
schools teach some of the fundamen- 
tal principles governing profitable 
farming, the farm boy is likely to seek 
work elsewhere. Considering that 
the farm boys of today will be the 
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farmers of tomorrow, too little atten- 
tion is given to their training. 

Many boys leave the farm because 
they see no future in it. Another im- 
portant reason is the lack of profit- 
able work at home. A moderate-sized 
farm is necessary to give employment 
to the farmer and his sons. The small 
farm does not provide work; hence, 
the boys must find employment else- 
where. Let them fully understand 
how farm profits and losses are made 
and there will be an incentive to re- 
main. First make our farms profit- 
able, and the question of keeping the 
boys there will solve itself. 

Successful farming is an individu- 
al, economic problem. The farm is 
a combination of enterprises, and 
their individual organization will de- 
termine, in a large measure, its profit- 
ableness. Sufficient area and proper 
organization of well-selected farm 
enterprises to permit the maximum 
use of men, horses and machinery, are 
the essential characteristics of the 
most successful farms. | 
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QUALITY OF THE FARM BUSINESS 


The farmer may have sufficient 
area and grow the right kind of 
crops, yet not be successful, owing to 
the poor quality of his entire business. 
Poor crops that do not pay the cost 
of production, and the feeding of 
these to unproductive live stock, are 
common causes of failure. This char- 
acteristic of unsuccessful farming at- 
tracts much public attention. Such 
farms are unprofitable largely thru 
ignorance or indifference on the part 
of the operator. Under good manage- 
ment they can generally be made suc- 
cessful. 

Diversity of the farm business:— 
Improper organization of a _ large 
farm limits its possibilities, just as 
area limits the small farm. Single 
crops or single live-stock enterprises 
seldom utilize farm labor to its maxi- 
mum. By having several crops there 
is not only better distribution of la- 
bor, but the chances of total loss from 
crop failures are lessened. Fortu- 
nately, corn, oats, and wheat utilize 
the farmer’s time pretty thoroughly 
through the growing season. In some 
parts of this country certain crops 
that need labor only a part of the 
year may be so profitable that the 
farmer can afford to be idle the rest 
of the year. However, these are the 
exceptions. Most crops are not profit- 
able enough to permit any such prac- 
tice. Idle horses and machinery are 
nearly as expensive as idle men. If 
the working equipment can all be 
kept busy on paying enterprises, suc- 
cess is almost assured.
